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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 recites the following: "determining a pluralitv of GUI screens for the route segments such that each 
route sesment is represented in a distinct GUI screen", "a subsequent route segment that does not include the position of said vehicle". 
This requires further consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The cited reference to Millington still reads on 
the claimed limitations. Millington directs to a navigation system and method for guiding a driver from one position to a destination via 
the maneuver instructions, in which a position of the vehicle is determined using GPS receiver, which read on the limitation: "determining 
a position of the vehicle". As seen in figure 2 of Mijlington, the map display view 50 is displayed with the heading of the vehicle icon 52 
and the map of roads 54 moving and rotating based upon movement of the vehicle 21. Thus, the route segment on which the vehicle 
located is identified, and that the map of roads, including said route segment moves and rotates based on the next position of the 
position of the vehicle. Therefore, Millington disclose the limitation: "identifying a route segment on which the vehicle is located as a 
function of the position of the vehicle". The graphic display represented in figure 2 of Millington is also showing the identified route 
segment. Thus, the teachings of Millington read on the limitation: "rendering the identified route segment using a graphic user interface" 
As shown in figure 2, the input devices 28 includes an "enter" key 28a for inputting a specific destination relative to the database 36 of 
roads, and the navigation system 20 displays a recommended plus the turn-by-turn instructions are also provided to users. Therefore, 
Millington discloses the act of "receiving a user input via an input device, and rendering a previous route segment or a subsequent route 
segment using the GUI in response to a user input". 

For the reason discussed above, Millington discloses explicitly the claimed limitations of the present application. Accordingly, the final 
rejection would not be withdrawn. 
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
